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Standards committee investigates councillors 


Conduct at St Michael's Tradin g Estate meetin g called into question 


A LONG serving district council member is among 
a number of councillors being investigated by stan¬ 
dards officers - the View from Bridport can reveal. 

West Dorset District Council (WDDC) standards com¬ 
mittee is investigating councillors over their conduct at 
the planning meeting covering Bridport’s South West 
quadrant, following complaints from members of the pub¬ 
lic. 

The View from Bridport has seen documents confirming 
the investigation of a vastly experienced councillor, but 
WDDC refused to confirm his identity when asked. 

The councillor in question sat on WDDC’s development 
control committee when the controversial plans to de¬ 
velop St Michael’s Trading Estate were heard in June. 

The councillor was instrumental in WDDC approving 
the plans to develop the estate, subject to a string of con¬ 
ditions.

The planning meeting has been described as “a sham¬ 
bles” and “chaotic” by Bridport’s mayor Councillor 
David Rickard and by councillors involved. 

Controversy surrounds the committee’s narrow decision 
with concerns some councillors had trouble hearing de¬ 
tails of the application and that votes took place amid 
chaotic scenes. 

David Clarke, Chief Executive of WDDC, said: “West 
Dorset District Council’s monitoring officer has received 
Code of Conduct complaints about councillors following 
the development control committee meeting in June 
2012 . 
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“The district council cannot discuss the issue further 
whilst complaints are being considered.” 

A WDDC spokesman added: “WDDC has received 
over 10 complaints from people about the development 
control committee meeting in June 2012. 

“Some of the complaints have been determined by an 
assessment sub-committee already, and a number have 
been referred for investigation. 

“The monitoring officer will now prepare a report/re¬ 
ports to go to the full standards committee. 

“We do not yet have a date for when they will go to the 
standards committee.” 

Andrew Leppard of campaign group Friends of St 
Michael’s, who attended the meeting, was one of the first 
to make an official complaint to WDDC about the con¬ 
duct of four councillors. 

He said: “I made complaints about some of the coun¬ 
cillors over their behavior at the meeting. 

“Unfortunately West Dorset District Council have told 
me I am not allowed to speak to a third party about it, es¬ 
pecially the press.” 
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A spokesman for Haywards and Co, the applicants for 
the St Michaels development, would not be drawn on the 
matter. 

He said: “We don’t have an opinion on councillors 
being investigated. It’s an internal matter for the council 
and it would not be appropriate to comment on it.” 
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JAY Carpenter was born in Axminster, living in 
the South West all his life before settling in Brid- 
port last year. 

The former chef qualified as a healer 12 years 
ago and now runs a business specialising in en¬ 
ergy therapy. The 43-year-old also works for the 
NHS, specialising in addictions, eating disorders 
and adult mental health. 

He is married to a psychologist who also works 
for the NHS. 


• WHAT is energy therapy? 

Energy therapy involves working within the human en¬ 
ergy system, or Aura, which has several layers or bodies. 
It is within this system that I work using a variety of heal¬ 
ing tools such as crystals, coloured silk scarves, light-box 
and torch, flower and gem essences. I work intuitively 
connecting to a person's energy system, meaning that 
every session is different and I will most often not know 
how a session will go until I'm with the person. 

• WHO can benefit? 

People come for many reasons. Somewhere, within a per¬ 
son's life there will be some disharmony and this can man¬ 
ifest itself as a physical, emotional, or mental symptom 
which can become a stressor within the body's energy 
system. My role as a therapist is to offer a safe, supportive 
and non-judgmental space in which a person can share 
their issues. It's about helping the person to find how they 
can best heal themselves. At the very least a session will 
leave a person more relaxed by having their energy cen¬ 
tres re-balanced. 

People are not the only ones that benefit - animals too 
are very receptive and I have worked on cats, dogs and a 
couple of horses in the past. 

• HOW do people react when you tell them you are 
an energy therapist? 

I get a mixture of reactions from raised eyebrows and si¬ 
lence to people launching into 101 questions. Sometimes 
people sneer thinking that they know all about therapies 
or I get labelled as a hippy. 

• AND how do people react to the therapy? 

Reactions after therapy vary. Some people are very quiet, 
saying nothing except thank you. Some feel very ener¬ 
gised and beam with joy. Some go into floods of tears as 
they have experienced something very deeply or because 
they have experienced complete freedom from pain after 
many years, and while this will usually be a short-term ef¬ 
fect, the fact that they have had this experience gives 
them hope that life can be better. 

• THERE are so many therapies available to people. 
How can they choose which one is right for them? 



It depends on what a person is seeking support with. For 
instance, if someone has stiff or achy muscles then it is 
unlikely they would seek out my services and more likely 
they would look for someone who offers some sort of 
massage. Searching the internet and looking at profes- 
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sional associations will help guide a person to what they 
require. Visiting a health/holistic show is a great way of 
sourcing treatments as you can see a therapist working 
in a public area which helps put people at ease and allay 
any fears of approaching a stranger. Also GPs now refer 
patients to therapists. 

• DO you ever see a regular GP? 

I have seen my GP twice in 30 years. I take my health very 
seriously as we only get one body and it's worth looking 
after. 

• IS there anyone in particular you would like to 
treat? 

I would like to treat Stephen Fry because I admire him for 
being a great wordsmith and he has been quite open 
about his depression. 

• WHAT gets you up in the morning? 

Knowing that I have dreams to chase and do not want to 
die without making an effort to attain them. Also I have 
many places that I would like to visit plus I've yet to sell a 
piece of my own artwork or win a big poetry competition. 

• WHAT do you like about living in Bridport? 

Living where I am is heaven because I live within walking 
distance from the town centre, the coast is less than three 
miles away and I'm surrounded by such beautiful coun¬ 
tryside which I am free to explore whatever the season. 

• IT was recently reported that middle-aged men in 
London and the West Midlands were the most un¬ 
happy people in the UK. What can they do? 

Culturally males are going through quite a change. Years 
ago they were the breadwinner, there were jobs for life, 
and they knew where they were placed in life. Now there 
is pressure placed on them because they have to work 
longer and jobs are scarce while society tries to tell you 
that once you hit mid-life you have little to offer the work¬ 
ing world. Emotionally, men need to start coming out of 
their caves and kick off old thought patterns such as the 
idea that men don't cry. We need to evolve. 

• DO you have any guilty secrets when it comes to 
health? 

My guilty secret is to enjoy a steaming mocha coffee and 
panettone, or when in France to have a fruit tart or choco¬ 
late eclair.

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Award winning animated films

THE CREAM of world animation is set 
to roll into Bridport in a groundbreak¬ 
ing event at one of the town’s most 
iconic venues. 

The Electric Palace on South Street is 
to screen the best of the London Inter¬ 
national Animation Festival (LIAF) - 
the first time the venue has showcased 
such a raft of award-winning anima¬ 
tions in one day. 

The event kicks off with two 75- 
minute animations aimed at a younger 
audience.

Henry is Buckham's top dog 


HENRY an English springer spaniel 
was the winner of the first Buckham 
Fair Rescue Dog Championship, 
sponsored by Kitson & Trotman and 
Girling & Bowditch. 

The competition was part of Buck- 
ham Fair run by Martin and Philippa 
Clunes raised over £40,000 for 
Julia’s House Children’s Hospice. 

Some forty dogs came under the 
gaze of judges Elspeth Jackson 
(Clipstone) Terry Girling MRS VS, 
Jackie Winder of Kitson & Trotman 
and TV actor Martin Clunes. 

The first prize of £300 had at¬ 
tracted a strong entry from rescue 
dogs who had qualified at shows 
across Dorset, Somerset and Devon. 
Henry’s owner Julie Barratt nomi¬ 
nated the Dogs4Adoption charity to 
receive the prize money. 

Runners-up were Betsy Brown, a 7 
year old Shih-Tzu owned by Louise 
Keeling who works for the Margaret 


Green Animal Rescue, who won 
£150. 

Third place went to Tanya Bruce 
Lockhart’s Lily, a Staffordshire bull 
terrier and Saxon, a Great Dane. 
They shared the £50 prize and chose 
the National Animal Welfare Trust 
and Border Terrier Rescue respec¬ 
tively as their charities. 

Henry was a worthy winner attract¬ 
ing the most points from the four 
judges. 

Abandoned by his owners in a 
dreadful state having been left alone 
in a house for several weeks, he was 
very underweight with a severe 
stomach virus when Dogs4 Adoption 
rehomed him with Julie. 

Worse than his physical state was 
his mental health; he was scared of 
everything, obsessed with food and 
could not be left alone. 

At around the time that Henry 
came into her life, Julie had been

diagnosed with ME and diabetes, 
and was very depressed. 

Taking on Henry changed her life 
as she saw in him some of the fear 
and anxiety that she felt herself. To¬ 
gether they bonded and Henry be¬ 
came a healthy, normal dog. 

In 2010 Henry received further 
training and became Julie’s Medical 
Alert Assistance dog where he has 
been trained to alert his owner when 
her blood sugar levels are danger¬ 
ously low; he has saved her life on 
two occasions. The two are now in¬ 
separable. 

Henry will be photographed with 
Martin Clunes for the cover of a 
booklet which will promote next 
year’s Buckham Fair rescue dog 
competition. 

Martin Clunes said that it was the 
most difficult class he had had to 
judge, and that every dog in the ring 
was a winner.

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GCSE English marking 
controversy hits Colfox 

But record numbers celebrate A and A* grades 


ENGLISH GCSE grades 
tumbled in Bridport de¬ 
spite pass rates at the Sir 
John Colfox School eclips¬ 
ing the national average. 

The school’s headteacher 
blamed harsher marking in 
the subject for the fall of 
six per cent. 

Nationally English 
GCSE entries achieving 
passes at A*to C fell amid 
concerns of tougher mark¬ 
ing by the exam board. 

The school recorded that 
93 per cent of its Year 11 
pupils achieved five A* to 
C grades. 

The national average was 
down 0.4 percentage

points on last summer to 
69.4 per cent - the first 
time the A*to C pass rate 
has fallen in the 24-year 
history of GCSEs. 

Colfox headteacher Kay 
Taylor said they felt the re¬ 
sults in English should 
have been higher. 

She said: “The fall in 
English represents, for us, 
eight pupils missing out on 
a higher mark 
“They [the exam board] 
have marked the exam 


clearly much harder and 
we can see what the na¬ 
tional picture is talking 
about. 

“In English we are down 
about six per cent, but I 
feel we should’ve been 
higher. This was a strong 
year group, and although it 
was still a good result it 
was down on what we 
were hoping for.” 

But despite the set-back 
in English the school 
bucked the national trend 


to record a higher number 
of students achieving 10 or 
more As and A*s. 

This year girls outper¬ 
formed boys at the school 
particularly in languages 
with 83 per cent achieving 
A* to C in French. How¬ 
ever, the year group was 
made up of 61 per cent 
girls. 

But the gender gap was 
much lower at the Sir John 
Colfox School than nation¬ 
ally with boys doing par¬ 
ticularly well in Maths and 
Science. 

Mrs Taylor said: “This 
shows that all students 
across the year group did 




well. I am delighted with 
these results and would 
like to congratulate all the 
students and staff who 
worked so hard to achieve 
these.” 

She added: “The Year 10 
early entry results were 
again very strong and we 
are delighted that this early 
entry programme contin¬ 
ues to challenge students 
but also allow them early 
success to build their con¬ 
fidence.” 

A statement from the Of¬ 
fice of Qualifications and 
Examination Regulation 
said: “We are aware that 
concerns have been raised 
about results for GCSE 
English. 

“This summer most stu¬ 
dents have taken new syl¬ 
labuses in GCSE English 
Language rather than Eng¬ 
lish. 

“The proportion of Eng¬ 
lish students achieving an 
A* to C grade this summer 
fell by 1.5 per cent.”

INDIVIDUALS and groups in 
Bridport are being encouraged to 
apply for a cash boost to get their 
health or social care project under¬ 
way. 

A £30,000 ‘Community Cash’ 
pot is available from LINks (Local 
Involvement Networks) to projects 
which inspire positive change to 
local health and social care in the 
area. 

The fund has proved so popular 
in previous years that LINks has 
increased the cash pot by £10,000 
this year. 

Last year, LINks gave money to 
fund projects such as Sound Solu¬ 
tion, a local charity aimed at help¬ 
ing potentially vulnerable young 
members of the community chan¬ 
nel their energy into music, by 
learning how to play various in¬ 
struments. 

Other projects included sponsor¬ 
ing a sexual health survey under¬ 
taken by Dorset Youth Association, 
and providing extra sports gear for 
a local sports and arts centre. 

LINks regional manager for the 
South West, Martyn Webster, said 
the giveaway was about engaging 
as many people in worthwhile 
projects. 

He said: “Community Cash is 
our way of getting as many indi¬ 
viduals or groups across the Dorset 


community engaged. Sometimes 
people have great ideas but lack 
the necessary funding to make 
their projects a reality. 

“Now, they can get up to £1,000 
per project, with the support of 
LINks behind them. We have had 
some incredible input from people 
of all ages, who have clearly been 
keen to get involved in their com¬ 
munities, and some really tangible 
outcomes from projects worked 
on.” 

Annabelle Davis said: “Dorset 
LINKs provided me with a plat¬ 
form on which to deliver the work¬ 
shop that I had designed myself. 

“It was a completely interactive 
workshop with a variety of activi¬ 


ties, based around the reality of liv¬ 
ing with a mental illness every day, 
feelings of hopelessness, and deal¬ 
ing with labels and judgements. 
Thank you LINks, I couldn’t have 
done it without you!”

If you’re over in Portland you may also bump in to Sounding Stone’s 
roaming choirs singing sea shanties influenced by stories and expe¬ 
riences of Portlanders. As part of this project you can also enjoy 
‘Songlines’ a ranger-guided tour of Tout Quarry with the promise of 
pop-up choirs singing more sea shanties. Join this tour at The Drill Hall 
Saturday 8th September 10.30am - 12.30pm. 

There’s also the incredible Harmonic Fields on Portland until 9th Sep¬ 
tember. This three hundred instruments installation can only be de¬ 
scribed as a sensory delight for all to experience free of charge. Sit 
back and listen to the instruments being played by the winds as you 
marvel at the beauty of the Portland landscape. 

And if you’re over in Poole this weekend, make sure that you don’t 
miss Transe Express’s Mobile Homme. This really will be a sight to 
behold as beautifully costumed drummers parade through Poole 
Quay before being suspended 40 metres in the air against the spec¬ 
tacular night sky. This free event takes place on Saturday 1st Sept 
from 8.30pm.

BRIDPORT hit Longwell Green Sports for five and in 
doing so climbed to second in theToolstation Western 
League Premier Division, albeit having played more 
games than some of their rivals.
